Pleas Judge Clarence U. Alii of 
Bucyrus, enjoining the M usking­ 
um conservancy d istrict from is­ 
suing $1,500,000 in ten-year gen­ 
eral levy bonds will be appealed, 
the d istrict board of directors an­ 
nounced today. 
The appeal will be presented in 
the fifth d istrict court of appeals.

operations aside from direct flood 
control m easures until final action 
is taken on the injunction or until 
legislation is enacted which will 
provide funds for other develop­ 
m ents. 
The d istrict’s operations include 
Flood control, w ater conservation, 
sta te and federal conservation re ­ 
search, soil conservation, fo re sta ­ 
tion and developm ent of wildlife 
resources and recreational areas. 


W ASHINGTON, Nov. 30— (U P) 
—An opposition bloc to the ad­ 
m inistration’s farm bill gathered

Josh Lee, D. Okla., the m ovem ent 
w as based on the theory th a t the 
U nited S tates should produce su r­ 
pluses for export. Lee introduced 
an am endm ent to the senate bill 
containing provisions on w hich a 
m ajority of the bloc appeared in 
agreem ent. 
The am endm ent, applicable to 
corn, w heat and cotton, provides 
for allocation am ong farm ers for 
grow th the am ounts needed for 
dom estic 
consum ption. 
F arm ers 
would be perm itted to grow as 
much as they desired for export, 
however. B enefit paym ents would 
be m ade on com m odities produced 
for dom estic 
consumption, 
and 
crop insurance would 
be 
m ade 
available in event drought, floods 
or other adverse conditions 
de­ 
stroyed more than half of 
each 
fa rm e r’s crop. 
Pope I>efend* Expense 
M eanwhile, Sen. Jam es P. Pope, 
D., Ida., co-author of the senate 
bill, contended th a t the cost of the 
program outlined in the m easure 
could be k ept w ithin the $500,000,- 
000 lim it inform ally set by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
Pope cited three restrictions in 
the bill now being debated in the 
senate which he said would keep 
the cost of crop control under a 
half billion dollars. Mr. Roosevelt
